^ho Communist Forty 1 o internal nisasuroo designed to consolidate power in the 
Balkans tkoreforo had to be approved by Mcsccwo These manures include tho 
seizure of private onterpr.lsca and the methods of seisms, such as collaboration 
tri als, mticmlijsation, ©tc* In the phase of asciraing and consolidating power 
in different countries the local Communist parties bad to obtain approval from 
the central organ in^£Ioscw of all proposed measure© 0 tJattors in which the 
tarty lino was clearly defined wore left to the local partiG3 for decision* 

Tho following incident indicates that no co-ordiration was sotablichod between 
different parties in tho Balkans on natters deernsd vital to tha party program: 
Luring the Paris Conference of August 1946 tho Yugoslav Communist Party thought 
it highly important to transfer the Hungarian minority in Yugoslavia of approx- 
imately 400 thousand, largely male festers called Kulaks by the party. The 
Coasauniots regarded this minority go a potential source of opposition to tho 
Government policy of bo tiering the lot of tho formers* 
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4 special Yugoslav envoy and an expert on the Hungarian Pcaos Treaty were sent 
to Hungary on a secret mission with a letter of introduction front Hardolj to 
Rafcosio The letter informed Rahosi of tho Yugoslav plan and requested tbe 
support of tho Hungarian Communist P*rty in persuading its Government to 
approve such a transfer, by either Incorporating it in the oeace treaty or 
drafting a spocial agreement between the two countries o An agreement was 
negotiated in Paris by an exchange of notes between Kardelj and Nagy. This 
agreement was moderated in several respects® Instead of removing the whole 
minority, an exchange of minorities was agreed upon, but the date of exchange 
was delayed considerably 0 The moderation of terms came as tho result cf the 
opinion, expressed by Rahoni and Professor Varga, that tho support of the 
original plan would be detrimental to the Hungarian oarty and to tho final aims 
of the Communist Party on the whole At that time the co-ordination aa i 
collaboration of the different parties was not fully established. The Hungarian 
party declared that tho Yugoslav plan was not approved by LSoscor;, thu 3 clearly 
showing where the final decision lay. 

4« On matters of less political importance such as border crossing and control, 
exchange of goods, restitution of property f visas, otc., there is no need of 
Soscow's approval, but no deoisioaa made between two or more governments to 
further party aims can bo made by the mere concurronce of agents of the 
respective governments. Prior approval must be obtained from Moscow, 

5. In Albania the Communist party wan short of Moscow-trained members ai_ needed ■ 
a competent intermediary so tb*> officials in Koscomr would not bo bothered with 
trivial matters. They also need9d engineers, doctors, etc* Although the 
Albanian Government, in 1946, seriously considered importing Italian advisors, 
Moscow chose .Yugoslavia to fill the gap. 

bo The repatriation program in Canada and the US, and tho prooaganda salting 
immigrants to return to Yugoslavia are designed to: 

(a) Relievo Yugoslavia's acute shortage of skilled workers for her five fear 
Plan. 

(b) Induce the people to bring with them thoir holdings of foreign exchange 
(dollars) or agricultural and other machinery. The immigrants are oncour.aged 
to invest in such holdings prior to returning. 

(c) To obtain intelligence information from the more "progressive elements p tt 

This last consideration however is of loos importance than the other ta*, as the 
Yugo slave can obtain the same information from ether sour cos and from official 
statistics published by foreign countries. 
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
